New York, April 3.—Valet Charles 


F. Jones, who confessed 
originally 


that Lawyer Albert T. Patrick chlo- 
roformed the old millionaire, \V,illiam 
Marsh Rice, and confessed secondly 
that Patrick killed Rice by adminis- 
tering mercury, testified 
yesterday 


that he himself poisoned Rice with 
mercury and oxalic acid and killed 
him with chloroform, all at Patricks 
suggestion, because Patrick's plot to 
get the old man's mori'ey had reached 
a point where Rice must die to make 
things safe. 


Jones' story which was told In :the 


preliminary examination of Patrick 
before Justice Jerome', is remarkable 
both for the manner of "its present- 
ment and for the conspiracy which it

March 19, saying that he was going to 
look for • a housekeeper and that he 
would be gone not .longer than. foui 
days at the outside. .He engaged a 
small boy, the son of one of the neigh- 
bors to atend to his chores and feed 
his stock while he was gone. 
He 


left only a small stock of available 
feed for the horses and the neigh- 
bors are inclined to think that some 
thing must be wrong, especially as 
Mr. Adams had suffered much domes- 
tic trouble during the past two years. 


Mr. Adams is the foster' son of 


Francis Adams, who lives with his 
daughter, Mrs. Nelson Cole, South 
Third street, this city. 
He was never 


legally adopted but his foster parents 
took him into their family when he was 
13 
months old' and he had 
al- 


ways made his home on their farm. 


Neither his foster father nor his 


sister knew anything o£ his disap- 
pearance and only heard of it in an 
indirect way.

Mrs. Cole will begin an Investiga- 


tion at once and try to discover his 
whereabouts. 
She does not believe 


that he was tbe kind of a man that
